They 
then spray the roof with a 
combination of road oil and 
aluminum powder. The B.B.B 
says, “The job may look good 
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when freshly done”. 

But frequently, says the Bur- 
eau, the oil will damage the 
asphalt materiial in the original 
roof. When dry, the aluminum 
powder often will blow away. 
When the building’s owner 
tries to have the guarantee 
made good, the firm cannot 
be located. 

The B.B.B. suggests, ‘Select 
a reputable firm with a name 
for satisfactory work and ob- 
tain a competitive price. Ask 
for names of satisfied custom- 
ers and check with them. Ab- 
ove all, never deal with un- 
known roofers’”’.

Gas exnort go-ahead will bring 
Canadian industrial boom

jand southern Alberta is linked by | 


pipeline to Canadian markets as 
|far east as Montreal. Important 
as these projects are in their pres- 
jent form, they are inadequate to 
take care of pressure for markets 
from scores of gasflelds still shut 
in, and pressure from new fields 
being found at a rate of almost 
one per week, 

Fortunately, both the Gordon 
and Borden federal Royal Com- 
|missions, and the Alberta Conser- 
| vation Board, have coniirmed that 
our nation has gas resources far

Army of Butter fly Banders 


Solving Mystery of the Monarch 


Dr. F. A. Urquhart of 
Toronto's Royal Ontario 
Museum has devoted the 
last 20 years of his life to 
an exhaustive study of the 
migratory habits of the 
colourful Monarch butter- 
fly. In the course of his 
detailed analysis of the be- 
haviour of. the black and 
orange beauties, Dr. Urqu- 
hart has been assisted in 
his research by a small staff 
of assistants together with a 
vast fan club of volunteers 
scattered across the whole 
continent. Interest in the 
yroject is usually sparked 
»y discovering one of the 
tagged Monarchs in their 
own gardens. Those who 
request further information 
are provided with equip- 
ment and full instructions 
for banding other butter- 
flies. Aided by this enthusi- 
astic army of taggers, Dr. 
Urquhart estimates that 
some 20,000 Monarchs are 
being tagged annually. The 
results of his inquiry have 
recently been published,

The average healthy hyperten-| 
sive patient is probably wise to} 
visit his doctor three or four 


times a year. Don’t pester him to 
find out what your blood pressure 
reading is. The information won't 
do you any harm but if you are} 
really interested in figures, count | 
the number of cornflakes you eat 
for breakfast in the morning 
this will be about as accurate a 
guide to the state of your health 


pressure, 


You should realize that | 
blood pressure normally varies} 
tremendously from one minute to 
the next or from one day to an- 
other in response to minor emo- | 
tional and other changes For ex- 
ample, if your average pressure is 
about 200, the individual readings 
recorded by your doctor over a 
period of 5 or 10 years will usu-| 
ally swing back and forth be- 
230 or 240. 

The only reason your doctor 
takes your blood pressure at all 
is to have the information on 
record so that he can look back 
from time to time and get a rough | 
idea of the overall trend. 

If you are gullible enough to 
accept the common but altogether! 
erroneous belief that you feel bet- 
ter on those days when your pres- | 
sure is lower and worse when it 
is higher, you run the risk of 
forcing your doctor to lie to you 
just to keep you from becoming 
discouraged. Whatever you 
do, don’t do this.

(4) Don’t fear drugs 
If your health continues to be 
good, but your doctor suggests 
that yo ushould try some new 
drug for a few months, co-oper- 
ate fully but dont regard it as 


a cause for great disappointment 
if the trial is not successful. 


New drugs are coming out all 
the time, but most of them are 


not sufficiently effective in lower- | 
ing the blood pressure to be worth | 
the expense, and their side effects | 
are often too unpleasant to be en- 
dured day in and day out for the | 


rest of your life. 


People vary widely in their re- 
actions to drugs, though, and} 
every once in a while one en-| 
counters a patient who responds 


extremely favourably to a drug 
which is not very effective in the 
majority of cases, 

Your doctor may feel that he} 
owes it to you to find out whether 
or not you will fall into this for- 
tunate group. If you don't, you} 
are none the worse for having | 
tried, 

If and when you reach 
point where your heart or 
other organ can no longer make | 
a completely satisfactory adjust- | 
ment to the high blood pressure, |

your doctor will advise you to} 
undertake whatever form of} 
treatment is the best available 


at the time. 

Give him your full co-operation 
even if the side-effects seem to be 
more of a nuisance than the symp- 
toms which led your doctor to ad- | 
vise the treatment; you will have 


more to gain and less to lose at 
that stage. 
But remember that if you are} 


feeling fit now you probably have | 
several years of perfect health 
ahead of you, no matter how high 
your blood pressure readings may 
be, Don't ruin these good years by 
worrying which can't 
possibly do any good, and which 
may easily impair your happiness 
and efficiency far more seriously 
than the disease itself, 

By the time you reach the stage

be very much better than the best 
we have now,

REPORT FROM OTTAWA 

By Eldon Woolliams, M.P. 

The Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture had this to say 
about the new Farm (Credit Bill 
and I think tit explains the leg- 
islation well. 

“The last issue of the CFA 
News and Information Bu!letin 
outlined some of the proposals 
to be included in the new Farm 
Credit Legislation which has 
been promised by the Diefen- 
baker government. Since then 
this Bill has been presented, 
and has been passed, putting a 
very new complexion on the 
field of Farm Credit in Canada. 
The new Bill, essentially meets 
the recommendations of the 
Canadian Federation of Agri- 
culture in that it provides for 
a supervised credit program for 
farmers, as well as offering a 
number of improvements in 
the regular long term mortgage 
program, Furthermore the new 
Act places the administration 
of the new Farm Credit Corp. 
oration under the Minister of 
Agriculture, another CFA re- 
quest. The Federation had a!so 
put forth the proposal] that the 
Veteran’s Land Act administra- 
tion be combined with the Cor- 


poration, 
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This has not been done, with 
the exception of provisions 
that provide for arrangemenis 
to be made to use VLA staff 
in its supervisory and appraisal 
work. This could lead to even- 
tual amalgamation as the CFA 
has suggested. 

The new Bill provides for 
loans not only to individual far- 
mers, but also to Co-operative 
Farm associations, and family 
farming corporations. There is 
provision for the establishment 
of a central advisory commit- 
tee to the Corporation, of 6 to 
9 members, of whom the maj- 
ority shall be either farmers 
or representatives of farm or- 
ganizations, To obtain loans 
farmers must be actually en- 
gaged fin or about to become 
engaged in farming as their 
“principal occupation.” 

The CFA has requested a iow 
interest rate, with the govern- 
ment assuming the costs of ad- 
ministration, the final rate es- 
tablished was 5%. 

The Farm Credit Cerpe-- 
ion replaces the Canada Farm 
Loan Board, as the source of 
farm credit att a national ‘ev _l, 
and two types of loans are av- 
ailable; 1. Regular; 2. Supe-- 
vised Loans. Breifly. these are 
as follows: 

1, Regular Farm Loans 

(a) Loans may be made for up 
to 75% of the appraised vaiue 
of farm lands, which is 10% 
greater than provisions under 
previous legislation. The max- 
imum loan shail be $20,000, 
and ‘the max’ mum payment pe- 
riod shall be 30 years, which ‘s 
years more than the previous 
Canada Farm Loan Act. (Ti2 
CFA had recommended forty 
years). 

2. Supervised Farm Loans 

(a) Loans may be made on 
the combined security of land, 
buildings, livestock and equip- 
ment, up to 75% of the ap- 
praised total value, or to a 
maximum of $27,500. 

(b) The Corporation may nc* 
make supervised loans if the 
applicant is 45 years of age or 
over, 

(c) Repayment of the portion 
of the loan based on the secur- 
ity of chattels must be com- 
pleted within the first ten years 
but the portion based on the 
security of the land may be 
spread over the full 30 year 
period, 

(d) An appraisal fee of not 
more than $100 will be charg- 
ed, and an annua] supervisory 
fee will also be charged, the 
amount of this to be determin- 
ed by the Corporation. 

(e) The Corporation must en- 
ter into an agreement with the 
borrower which specifies that 
he will follow an agreed p!an 
of farming operations, perm’t 
supervision and inspection, file 
annual net worth statements, 
and statements of revenues and 
expenses, and meet other such 
requirements as may be set by 
the Corporation, When the pri- 
neipal amount of the loan is 
reduced to 65% of the apprais- 
ed value of the land alone the 
borrower is freed from ‘the su- 
pervision and inspection requ- 
irements. 

(f) The Corporation must be 
satisfield that the borrower op- 
erates an enterprise that is an 
economic unit. The application 
for the loan must be accom- 
panied by a plan of farming 
operations which the borrower 


will undertake to follow. The 
borrower may not become in- 
volved in Farm Improvemeni 
Loans until the principal sum 
owed by him falls to less than 
65% of the appraised value of 
the land, 

While there are several as- 
pects of this Credit adminis- 
tration that will require some 
study by farm organizations be- 
fore complete acceptance is 
tendered, stil) this new Act 
surely goes a long way toward 
the establishment of an entire- 
ly new and refreshing approach 
in the field of farm credit. This 
legislation, along with the other 
new farm legislation will most 
certainly be tthe subject of stu- 
dy and discussion at the semi- 
annual meeting of the Canad- 
ian Federation of Agriculture 
in Winnipeg. 

Next week I will deal with 
the Crop Insurance Act which 
provides the machinery by 
which the Federal Government 
may join with the Provincial 
bodies in financing provincial 
prop insurance plans.
